problems. 


Mr. Roosevelt's statement, as dic. 
tated to the Associated Press over 
the telephone by Justice Rosenman 
follows: ‘ 

“I am rather surprised at the White 
House statement issued this afternoon. 
It is a pity not only for this coun- 
try but for the solution of world prob- 
lems that any statement or intima- 
tion should be given that I consider 
it undesirable to assent to co-opera- 
tive action on foreign problems. 

“T have made to the president the 
definite suggestion that he select his 
representatives to make preliminary 
studies. I have asked to be kept ad- 
vised as to the progress of these pre- 
I have offered to consult 
with the president freely between 
now and March 

“I hope that this practical program 
definite offer of co-operation will 
be accepted.” 

The statement was the first Mr. 
Roosevelt has made publicly concern- 
ing his attitu@e toward President 
Hoover's recent suggestion to con- 
gress for co-operation between the 
president-elect and the president to- 
ward formation of a commission to 
consider world war debts, economic 
problems and disarmament.

‘Dictatorship’ Aim Is Denied BIGNESS IPTURN 


By Technocracy’s Director

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—(UP)— 
Technocracy “has no connotations of 
dictatorship by the .technician or a 
soviet of the engineer,” Howard 
Scott, director of the technocracy 


group whose economic findings have 
provoked a small storm of national 
comment, declared in a statement 


rissued here today. 


Clarifying the nature of the group, 
which Scott says has been misinter- 
preted in some quarters, the state- 
ment declared: 

Technocracy is a non-profit 
making research organization operat- 
ing without salaries. 

The word technocracy has no 
of dictatorship or a 


connotation 
soviet. 

3. Technocracy is a method of op- 
eration of “a mechanism of a conti- 
nental order of magnitude.” It does 
not have political connotations. 

4. Machines and machine methods 
are not considered a social menace by 
the group, which, however, holds that 
operation of these “under a price sys- 
tem, is a growing menace to the sta- | 
bility of our social structure.” 

5. Technocracy does not predict | 
either doom or chaos. It states that 
we are in the midst of social change, 
the rate of such change being propor- 
tional to substitution of mechanical 
energy for manpower. It points out 
that this continent has no cause for. 
gloom or fear of chaos. 

6. “This continent today stands | 
on the threshold of a new era of | 
well-being,” through more efficient | 


will 


use of energy and machines making 
possible an increased standard of liv- 
ing. It contends that “the high road 
to this new era can be one of orderly 
ok mena under technological con- 
trol,’ 

7. The engineer and the technolog- 
ist of today are the only group pos- 
sessing both the knowledge and the 
capacity to “direct this progress in a 
sane and orderly~ manner.” 

8. Technocracy “wishes to point out 
that if the trends of the past century 
proceed at their present rates” tlfis 
continent will shortly have to decide 
whether or not the future will see a 
still greater debt load and an ever in- 
creasing unemployment with a stead- 
ily decreasing standard of living. 

9. The group, believing this to be 
the case, “has set itself to the task 
of...defining our social »roblems.” 

10, Limiting technocracy’s function 
to such a task of definition of the 
existing economic problem, the state- 
ment closes on the note that tech- 
nocracy is confident that, with what 
the groups advances as “the facts of

We are back in Moscow after abandoning our car in Tiflis. 


Five thousand miles of automobile travel in soviet Russia is not ex- 
actly calculated to improve the conditions of one’s tires, shoes or tem- 
' per; and since we needed our shoes and tempers for a few more weeks | 


here, we decided to conserve them, 
| We came to Russia by car for the 
purpose of examining a communist so- 
ciety more leisurely and thoroughly 
‘than would ever be possible under 
any other mode of travel. 

Our undertaking was considered on 
all sides as too naive to be serious. 
'Eyen so near Russia as Warsaw we 
were taken upon official knees and 
warned that we would have to 


government agents by kulaks and set 
upon or left unaided. 

None of these things happened. But 
automobile travel in Russia as yet is a 
continual taking of the bull by 
horns. The first few days he was 
rather unmanageable, especially dur- 


ing such crucial moments as gas Short- 


ages, 

We found that gas usually lurked 
in factories, machine-tractor stations, 
institutions like sanatoria and the few 
garages and ordinary benzine vards of 
which the country boasts. 
tions like those we take for granted 
at home are entirely lacking here. 

Official orders, more often than not, 
'were required to obtain gas. We cus- 
-tomarily enlisted the aid of the police, 
the ©. G. P. U, or officers of the lo- 
cal soviets, 

But in contrast to these difficulties 
our way often was smoothed in the 
most unexpected manner, particularly 
when the residents of some. smal! 
towns took us for important foreigners 
and, despite our disavowals, consti- 
‘tuted us as “‘delegates,”” refusing pay 
‘either for gasoline or service. 


One especially stubborn misconcep- | 
tion about us was that we were just | 


bringing up the rear of an automobile 
testing race which passed our route 
iwo weeks before. 

While the question of fuel was no 
small roplbem, the matter of service 
left us really seratching our heads. 
Such elementary things as 
tires, «disinterring the car from 
and the like we were able to do our- 
selves, But when it came to broken 
pistons, grabbing brakes, snapped 
Springs and other major. disorders 
brought on by the exeremely primitive 
roads, we had to put our ear in hands 
coneerning whose abilities to wield 
a monkey wrench we never could be 
sure, 

Only Two Left. 

One alleged mechanic sent our 
hack skipping as blithely as a kid on 
her way from school. While another 
took the entire motor apart and put 
it back again and had only two nuts 
left over. 

Accommodations for 
in Russia range all the way 
state farms. sanatoria, farmhouse 
floors and haystacks to graveyards— 
not to mention the mudholes in which 
we often were compelled to stop when 
our car mired. 

Roads in Russia still are in the 
great Stone Age. There are few auto- 
mobiles yet. So why should there be 
pavement? No doubt, where there are 
automobiles enough the roads will 
up with them. Even now, in 
between sowing and harvest times 
voung peasant shockworkers all over 
Russia are digging roadbeds and lay- 
ing cobblestones. The girls like par- 
ticularly to man the steam rollers.

motor vehicle tax is now being col- 
lected with reasonable effectiveness 
and provides much needed revenue; 


it is the ad valorem tax on real prop- 
erty that burdens our people, that 
cannot in many cases be collected, and 
this ad valorem tax is the tax for

“It is our honest opinion that any 
that might be afforded by the 
contemplated reduction would be en- 
tirely incommensurate to the untold 
harm that would result, and that such 
a reduction on the part of the state 
at this time would be equivalent to 
financial suicide.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—() 
Approximately 40 per cent of the 
farm lands in the United States 
are under mortgage. 

This was the estimate of Eric 
Englund, assistant chief of the bu- 
reau of agricultural economics, to 
the house appropriations subcom- 
mittee at hearings on the annual 
agriculture department supply bill. 

About 5 per cent of these farms, 
Englund said, have mortgage debts 
in excess of their value: about 10 
per cent debts from 75 to 100 per 
cent of their value and 21 per cent 
debts from 50 to 75 per cent.

Presentation of the findings of the 
technocrats at this time is unfortu- 
nate in that ‘there is foisted upon us 
more calamity howling.’ Eugene W. 
O’Brien, editor of Southern Power 
‘Journal and an official of the Ameri 
can Society of Mechanical Engineers, 
told the City Club Thursday at the 
Winecoff hotel. 

The views af the fer hnoe rats were 
discussed by Dr. T. J. Cauley, profes- 
sor of economics at Emory Univer- 
sity, who said that two possible ways 
out of the problems faced by the 
world are open. One is abandonment 
of machinery and a return to self- 
sufficing agriculture. and handicraft; 
the other a collective control of ma- 
chines and the distributing system so 
that none will want, which, he said, 
“means socialism.” 

Josiah T. Rose, 
ternal revenue, in 
thanks of the club to the 
expressed the opinion that 
the views of the technocrats 
put into effect at once “we 
create revolution.’ Mr. Rose believes) 
that the situation will finally clear 
itself. and he reminded members of 
the club that the human mind adjusts 
itself to conditions by a process of 
evolution and not “by jumping rad 
ically.” | 

Depicting the development of the 
machine and the evolvement of the 
specialist, Dr. Cauley said that there 
has been a stupendous amount of dis- 
placement of men from employment in 
the last 20 years. Income from busi- 
nese is reinvested in more machines, 
and the growth of the machines dou- 
bles and redoubles, he said. 

Dr. Cauley does not believe that 
machines are producing more than 
the people are willing and able to 
consume, but rather that they are| 
producing more than can be sold to) 
the public with its curtailed income. | 
In referring to the pvramiding ol 
finances, he said that bonds issued 
in 1920 and maturing in 2020 were 
placed on machinery that already 1s | 
obsolete. 

Dr. Cauley favors the return 19} 
self-enfficient agriculture and handi-| 
craft as a solution of the problem, | 
but observed that "I seem to he re-| 
markably alone in that view. — 

This plan would, he said, involve | 
material reduction in the standard of | 
living. : | 

Employment as a vital question may | 
aolve itself by a decline in population, 
as figures show that the population 
of the United States probably will 
reach a limit and become stationary | 
in 1960, and after that decline in | 
numbers, Dr. Cauley said. | 

“Socialism.” he said in 
“ie as all nice people know, wicked 
and sinful.” 

Mr. O’Brien found that the conclu 
sions of the technocrats “are lacking 
in accuracy.” In fact, he said, he} 
traced down some of them and found 
that they were wrong. He regretted 
that the technocrats have presented 
their findings at this time, giving “de- 
pressing conclusions without facis to | 
confirm them in the average mind.’ 

The technocrats, he said, are a self 
constituted group of 25 men “set up 
9 judge conditions without suggest- 
ing a remedy. It is barely possible
